'Wagon teams followed the 
swiftly moving current down- 
stream and then darted across to 
the other side, keeping momen- 
tum to avoid being swept away 
by the current. 

The ox lost its balance and 
floundered. The wagon stopped 
and the outriders, who ride on 
horseback and keep the wagons 
upright with a rope, couldn't 
hold on. The wagon toppled and

Layoffpossibiliries 
concern employees

TWIN FAllS -County commis- 
sioners plan to dedde this week 
how to cut their 2000-2001 bud- 
get. 

Every deportment will share 


-the pain, -county officials agree. 
Thu possibility of layoffs is on 
everybody’s mind at the Twin 
Falls County Courthouse, they 
say. 

“My goal is that doesn’t hap- 
pen," County Clerk Bob Fort 
said. “The county commissioners, 
are going to try and divide up the 
budget so no one gets laid off.” 

But Fort agreed that layoffs 
could be inevitable. 


“I don't -wam-salary-cuti-and I 
don’t want layoffs,” Fort said. 
“Can I guarantee that? I don’t 
know.” 

The 2000-2001 budget, which 
will take effect Oct. 1, is tenia- 
, tively set at S21.3 million. That’s 
almost 6 percent smaller than the 
current year’s S22.6 million bud- 
get. 

County Sheriff Wayne Tousley 
said if his department’s budget is 


-cul.by-2.perceni or-more,.layoffs_ 
are likely. 

A budget cut will definitely 
mean cutting back on services, 
Tousley said - thougli he isn’t 
sure what would be cut. 

“We would weigh all of the 
problems we have," he said. “We 
would probably look at how 
much time our officers are spend- 
ing on particular calls," 

Programs such as Drug Abuse 


Resistance and Education j-.th.o., 
|M>pulor “D.A.R.E,” program for 
children - could lie cut, Tousley 
said. 

“Ol)viously you don’t cut all 
your prevention services." he 
said.

Church is a touchstone to the 
power Democrats once wielded 
m Id^o politics and beyond, and 
she counts Gore’s parents among 
her closest friends from her 
years In Washington.

l^e clout Idaho once wielded 
in national Democrat politics Is 
largely gonerRepublicans-have— 
cairied the state in every presi- 
dential election since 1964, and 
even Democratic loyalists expect 
Texas Gov. George Bush to win 
Idaho’s four electoral votes in 
the fall. 

“I truly believe Gore’s going to 
win the presidency, but I expect 
tha‘t Idaho will probably go for 
Busli," said Carolyn Boyce, a 
Meridian accountant who serves 
as the state party’s chairwoman. 

With its large Mormon popula- 
tion, Idaho politics is largely 
dominated by Republicans.

“In this era of global climate 
change analysis, we’re just now 
beginning to look at the effect of 
urbanization and suburbaniza- 
tion," Quattrochi said. 

Urban grbwih is dramatically 
affecting air quality and creat- 
ing weather patterns, he said. 

Temperatures arc often eight 
degrees higher in the city than 
the country, Quattrochi said. 
Rooftop temperatures can climb 
upward of 170 degrees. A one- 
degree increase in temperature 
can increase the chance of smog 
developing by 3 percent. 

The change in air tempera- 
ture over cities can create 
storms that drench towns hun- 
dreds of miles away, researchers 
said, and the heat can make 
— smog worse^by-increasing ozonc= 
levels.

Eight people were treated at 
Manhattan hospitals for injuries 
such as broken wrists, fadal lacer- 
ations and ankle fractures, 
according to Fire Department 
officials and the Port Authority of 
New York and New Jersey, which • 
'bpeniies the trade center. 

The passengers were evacuated 
from the crippled elevator in a 
dramatic rescue - strapped in har- 
nesses and escorted into an adja- 
— centelevator^ 

The cause is iindcr investiga- 
tion.Authorities sold elevator No. 
20 at Two World Trade Center - 
carrying 12 people - was headed 
from the lobby to the 78th floor 
when, nearing the end of the jour- 
ney, it lurched two floors higher 
and struck the concrete ceiling of 
the elevator .shaft. Tlie passengers 
were employees and visitors to 
financial services, international 
trade and shipping companies on 
the upper floors of tlie tower. 

The Port Authority declined to 
release the names of the injured. 

Traveling at 1,600-feet-per- 
minute, the elevator bounced off 
the concrete ceiling slob before 
suddenly dropping back down to 
the 78th floor, said Fire 
Department Captain Jerry 
Hatton of Rescue 1. 

“Tlie concrete was broken up,” 
Hatton said. “It hit hard." 

Firefigliiers and Port Authority 
Police emergency officers brought 
another elevator alongside the 
crippled car, removed an emer- 
gency side door between the cars 
and evacuated the harnessed pas- 
, sengers, one by one, along a two- 
feel-wide aluminum plank nearly 
80 stories above Manhattan. The 
last person on the elevator was 
removed at 10:30 a.m. 

“People were very anxious but 
there was no panic or yelling or 
screaming,” Hatton said.

Radio station credits paper 
when it uses news stories 


TOLEDO, Ohio (AP) - A radio 
station’s morning host agreed to 
give credit to the city’s daily 
newspaper when he uses the 
newspaper’s stories on the air, 
according to a settlement 
reached by The Blade and 
WSPD-AM. 

Both sides will “agree to . 
friendly opmpetition from now 
on," host Mark Standriff said. 

In a lawsuit filed in 
September, the newspaper 
accused the station and 
Standriff of “pirating” stories 
and using them on the air as if 
they.wece.the station’s. 

The recent agreement signed 
by Lucas County Common Picas 
Judge Ronald Bowman said 
Standriff is free to use short 
-excerpts and to comment about 
the newspaper’s stories as long 
as CTcdit is given. 

The settlement said Standriff 
can use information from The 


Blade “only if he broadcasts at 
the same time a proper, accu- 
rate and fair attribution to The 
Blade." 

The station did not acknowl- 
edge any wrongdoing in' the set- 
tlement. 

The newspaper agreed to 
drop a claim seeking unspeci- 
fied damages and asking that 
WSPD pay The Blade all adver- 
tising profits generated during 
the broadcasts at issue, said 
Fritz Byers, the newspaper’s 
lawyer. 

“This accomplishes exactly 
..what "The Blade, sought out to, 
do,” Byers said. .“It stops the 
piracy of Blade news and the 
use of Blade news without attri- 
biilion.”

COYOTE GULCH, Mont. (AP) 
- Gusts of wind shake the pines 
in the yard. Lightning stabs 
down from the clouds. Good, 
think Sam and Kathryn Minor as 
they watch from their little 
house in the canyon. A little rain 
mi^t take the edge off the heat. 

But the rain never comes, and 
in 15 minutes the storm clouds 


■ pass. 

Sam and Kathryn go to beid 
and think no more of it until 
morning, when they see - 
beyond the ridge, deep in the 
Bitterroot National Forest - two 
fnr plumes of sm oke. 

The West is burning as it 
hasn’t burned in 50 years. ' 

Daily headlines recite the 
facts: This many million acres 
charred, that many homes 
destroyed. What numbers can’t 
convey is the dread and suffer- 
ing every blaze brings. This is a 
day-by-day account of one 
canyon, one family and one of 
the wildest wildfires ever seen in 
the Northern Rockies.

Hagerman School District will

bally rights. We deeply regret our inabU- 
ity to openly discuss this matter but trust 
the patrons will understand our difficult 
prcicament. 

It is imponant for the patrons to know 
that our dedsion was not arbitrary and 
came only after hours of listening to evi- 
dence, discussions with Mr. Dls and care- 
ful deliberation. Contraiy to the propo-

Political conventions 
still have a purpose 


n this season of national 
i H party conventions, more 
■I people than ever are osk' 

;H mg: What’s the point? 

They no longer choose the 
dandldates. The platform debates 
Eire almost nonexistent The tele* 

\dsion coverage has shrunk. And 
the audiences largely have twed 
■out. ^ why bother? 

■ Well, the conventions are still 
fiin for the political activists and 
ifeporters who attend - a great 
time to meet, greet and gossip. 

The Republican and Democratic 
— p^es are central to the func- 
tioning of our government and 
dur political system. But for all 
practical purposes, they exist in 
visible form only for the four 
days every four years they hold 
— thelrronvmncjnsrThat se e m ra — 
iiery small extravagance, given 
the role they play. 

: Yet it is increasingly likely that 
the present format of summer 
political conventions will not long 
endure in an era where the presi- 
dential candidates are chosen by 
primaries held mostly in 
February and Mardi, and whore 
those candidates script every- 
thing in advance, from the choice 
of the running mates to the texts 
df the platforms. 

: The conventions have become, 
in reality, the kickoff events of 
die general election campaigns. 

It would bo logical to hold them 
when the public is ready to think 
about the presidential contest - 
naniely, after Labor Day. when 
family vacations are out of the 
way. 

.There is merit, too, in the sug- 
gestion of my former Washington 
Post colleague Paul Taylor that 
the parties meet at the same lime, 
on alternating days of the same 
week, or perhaps, on staggered 
hours each evening. The prospect 
of direct back-and-forth debate 
^iwecn die opposing candidates 
and parties would restore some of 
the drama that is missing when 
one side of the argument is heard 
night after ni^t for one week, 
and two weeks later, all the 
rhetoric comes nonstop from the 
other side. 

Simultaneous conventions 
would make for better television ,

I ry. Whatever changes are made, 

the conventions should not be 
abandoned. Even in their present 
desiccated form, they serve an 
important function. 

That point wjis made very well 
in a lecture at Nuffield College, 
Oxford, last May by Robert L 
Healy, a longtime Democratic 
Party operative now doing corpo- 
rate public affairs work in 
Waslungion. Healy has an unusu- 
al perspective, because for the 
last ^wo decades, he has been 
pari of the “script and podium” • 
team at Democratic National . 

■ Conventions, one of the people 
who move the speakers on and 
off stage and assist in framing 
their messages. 

In his talk, Healy conceded all 
the shortcomings that the critics 
allege - that the conventions lack 
the drama they had when the 
nomination battles were fought 
out among the delegates. 

But they have evolved, he said, 
intd something that has its own 
significance. They are, in his 
words, “framing devices, mecha- 
nisms that help frame the presi- 
dential choice. They have one 
prihdp^ task: positioning the 
' presidential candidate for the fall 
dection.” 

. They do that in several ways. 
Healy identifies five of the ques- 
tions the conventions hdp 
ansy/er: 

• Orgonuationol coherence - 
Can the candidate and party 
manage their own businew well 
cnou^ to govern the nation? 

• Message delivery - Can the 
candidate and party formulate 
and communicate a coherent set ' 
of ideas for governing? 

• Party unity - Has the candi- 
date enlisted the enthusiastic 
support of his own coalition, suffi- 
cient to win the election and 
carry through an agenda? 

• Coalition expansion - Have 
. tivecandidate and party posi- 
tioned themselves to attract sup- 
poffTfrom those outside the core 
constituencies and reduce the 
number of voters to whom the 
opposition can appeal? - 

• Political renewal -Does the 
party have a cadre of other lead- 
ers, including possible future 

i nominees, with the ability to 
' attract support, even if tlus year’s 
presidentid candidate foils?

Today’s lesson: Why the 
International Monetary Fund and 
the World Bunk stink. 

The professor starts class with 
the foi^or refrain heard at 
many colleges about these insti- 
tutions - that capitalist nations 
use the IMF and World Bank to 
exploit the world’s poor. 

Now, it's tough being in a class 
tau^t by a professor who contin- 
ually doims to know what Marx 
“really meant." But 1 can’t let 
this one pass, and so I raise my 
hand to venture the truth: Tlie 
World Bank and thelMF-art not_ 
frec-market institutions. 

The professor appears bewil- 
dered. My fellow students turn 
red with anger. Buzzwords such 
os “Mejob," “exploitation" and 
globaiizaiion^nil-the-air- — 

I shake my head and iiy to 
c.xplain why the World Bank and 
IMF are actually pillars of inter- 
national burcauemey. not the 
free market. Just examine their 
pedigree. Appropriately enougli, 
it was economist John Maynard 
Keynes, that 20th-century cham- 
pion of govcniment interwntion, 
who engineered the creailtm of 
the IMF and the World Bank in

the aftermath of World War n. 

His intention may have been to 
help poor countries become more 
prosperous and less dependent 
on rich ones, but both Institutions 
has’e spawned what amounts to a 
^obol welfare system. 

The IMF and World Bank have 
spent the last half century funnel- 
ing billions of U.S. tax dollars 
into Third World countries across 
the globe in an effort to lift them 
out of poverty. The result? Of the 
89 poor rountrics that were on 

the internation al dol e during tlie 

30-ycar-pcriud from 1965 to 1995. 
48 showed no improvement - and 
32 of tlie 48 actually became 
imorer, research shows. 

In fact, the 199.5 U.S. bailout of 
pmli ab lv wnu ldn' i have 
lieen neces-sary if the IhlF and 
Worltl Bank were the entynes of 
free-markci capitalism that the 
lefties acciuic them ofjjeing. Prior 
to the bailout, the IMl' was pusli- 
ing i»licies such as “pegged” 
exchange rales (where currency is 
given an artiHcial value) to revive 
Mexican exiwrls.

Missing facts: Fiery debate in Hagerman lacks details

HAGERMAN - The most rivet- 
ing story in town is the one that 
nobody’s telling. 

The jobs of all five School 
Board members will be on the 
line 'Iriesday, mainly because of 
the unexplained firing of 
Hagerman High School Principal 
Wayne Ills. And from the board 
members’ side of the issue, the 
firing will remain unexplained. 

“Their lips are absolutely 
sealed,” said John Hohnhorst, 
lawyer for the school district. 
“The guy with the key to the 
lock is Ills, but as long as he 
keeps the key in his pocket the 
board isn’t at liberty to talk 
about it.” 

Because personnel issues are 
restricted by law, the School 
Bo^ can’t discuss their reasons 
for removing His unless Ills says 
they can, Hohnhorst said. 

“Anytime there’s a personnel 
matter, you have to be extremely 
'carefiil not to expose yourself to

Otter admits violation over wetland conversion 


BOISE (AP) - Idaho Lt. Gov. 
-Butch Otter has filed legal docu- 
ments admitting he violated the 
Clean Water Act by filling wet- 
lands near Star without a permit. 

But ah unre p entant O tte r said 
he will try to change the law iF 
elected to Congress. 

“I’m hopeful the Judge will 
throw the whole thing out and 
say, 'Key, we're talking about pri- 
vate property, here,”*- Otter said 
Friday. “Obviously, he’s going to 
have a problem doing that." 

Otter is the Republican candi- 
date for the 1st Congressiohal Dis- ' 
trict in northern and western Idi^. 

Environmental Protection 
Agency Administrative Law 
Judge Carl Chamesld is expected 
to rule within a month or two on 
Otter’s case. The agency seeks an 
$80,000 fine for Otter’s third vio- 
lation of the act in six years, all 
involving work he did on his 
property near the Boise River, 
where he has converted marshes 
into landscaped ponds. 

Otter said the brief admits, he 
polluted “waters of the United 
. States” without 0 permit. 

The document also argues the 
proposed $80,000 fine is exces- 
sive, dting the U.S. Constitution’s 
■8th Amendment guarantee 
against cruel and unusual punish- 
ment. It claims the agency has 
not justified such a steep fine, so 
no fine at all should be imposed. 

The agency, which also filed 
briefs, pointed to cases in 
Colorado and Wisconsin in 1998 
in which similar violations were 
found, and the fines were set at 
$80,000 and $ 9 0,00(> res pectively. . 
Both involvedTirst-nme violators. 

“I didn't just pull this $80,000 
out of thin air," said Mark Ryan, 


assistant regional counsel for the 
department, Congress, set the 
maximum fine for such cases at 
$137.500., 

“We're only asking for 58 per- 
cent of what Congress autho- 
rized/'Kyah saTd. 

Otter had argued earlier the

that he would, more thw likely, 
end his life in prison. One night, 
when he was a teen-ager, he 
became furious with a friend ' 
and would have killed him 
except for an incredible piece 
of luck. The knife he thrust 
toward his friend’s abdomen 
glanced dff a belt buckle. 

The shock of what he had 
done sent him hurrying home, 
where he locked himself in the 
bathroom, took a good long 
look at himself in the mirror 
and decided that his life was 
doomed to failure unless he 
could somehow overcome his 
anger at the world. 

His mother was religious, but 
he was not. He decided to try 
to follow her example, so he 
left the bathroom, found the 
family Bible and began to read. 
From that day forward his life 
changed. He refused to give in 
to anger, except to be angry at 
himself whenever he stumbled 
in hls'search for a goal. l7e 
completed high school, through 
\ a scholarship went on to Yale, 
\and, eventually, graduated 
n:om a prestigious medical ' 
school as a neurosurgeon. 

Now he’s head of neuro- 
surgery at Johns Hopkins 
University - the, youngest per- 
son ever to achieve that posi- 
tion. His skill has saved hun- 
dreds of lives. 

Instead of letting the obstacle 
of anger get in his way, he used 
it as a hurdle to press forward 
and affect not only his own life, 
but that of many others as well. 

This is but one example, and 
I am sure that all of us can 
think of people in our own lives 
-(Perhaps not as presti^ous but 
as important to us, none the 
less - who have continued to 
strive forward no matter what 
they have had to face. They 
have overcome their own per- 
son^ obstacles to become great 
examples for all to follow. 

Obstacles are what we make 
of them. They are either imped- 
iments that we allow to stand in 
our way and control oiu* lives, or 
they are stepping stones which 
can push us toward a greater 
goal 

Our willingness to moke that 
push can help us in our effort to 
be better than we are - to be the 
best we can be.

CASTLEFORD - For 
Jacqueline Machado, taking own- 
ership of her kids' education was 
simple: She just got to know 
everybody involved with it. 

“It’s a small town," said 
Machado, whose elementary 
school-aged children attend 
Castlcford School.

Therein lies the secret of man- 
oging your child's education, say 
educators: Do your homework, 
and that stans with introducing 
yourself to your child’s teacher.

• Don't make excuses for your 
child, but make sure the teacher 
knows about your kid’s needs. 

- Recognha when you’re out of 
die loop; chances ere the 
teacher has a better handle on 
what's going on at Khool than 
you do.

Machala, a mother of junior-high 
aged students in Tuin Falls. “If 
you ask a kid a general ciuestion 
like ’What did yOu learn in school 
today?’, you won’t find out any- 
thing. But if you’re specific about 
what you ask, you'll get more.” 

Jinger Burton of Filer, whose 
kids are 9 ond 7, took involve- 
ment a step farther: Last 
February, she started teaching 
her children at home. 

“It’s complete involvement in 
what they’re learning, and I like 
that.” Burton said. “Some days 
school lasts three or four hours, 
some days it lasts eight. It just 
depends on what the kids are 
involved with.'' 


All three parents agree that a 
pas.sive approach to managing .. 
your child's education doesn’t 

work. 

"I can’t imagine not knowing' 
what was going on in my kids’ 
classes, who their teachers are, 
what they’re learning," Machala ' 
said. “You do that by showing up 
at pro meetings and volunteer- 
ing. if you have the time.” 

"When we first considered 
home-schooling, I wondered if I 
was up to the job,” Burton said. 
“It turns out that I’m learning 
right along with the kids, and I 
can’t think of better way of man- 
aging their education," 

It gels harder once children get 
into secondary school, Machala 
.said. 


“There are more teachers who 
have more students in .more 
classes," she said. “They don't 
have ns much time to communi- 
cate with parents as they do in 
elementary school. It’s really up 
to the parents, 

“I think it starts with going to 
parent -teacher conferences," 
Machala said. "They’re optional 
once the kids get into junior 
high, so not all parents go." 

"Teachers want parents 
involved, but I think ns a parent 
you l»ave to take the first step,” 
Machado said.

Report: Some kids have bigger 
opportunities to learn at small schools 


TWIN FALLS - Kids usually 
go for big icc cream cones and 
giant rides at the fair. But when 
it comes to school size, research 
clearly says that kid.s thrive on 
small. 

A new report from the 
Northwest Regional Education 
Laboratory finds overwhelming 
evidence that student attitudes, 
behavior and participation arc 
better when school size is 
smaller. As for student achieve- 
ment. small schools get re.sults 
at least equal to. and in some 
coses superior to. big schools, 

That’s good news in the 
Pacific Northwest, where 1,500 
schools enroll fewer than 138 
' students, according to one 
analysis: 

• In Alaska, nearly 200 
schools have fewer than 100. 
students. 

• In Idaho, 174 schools aver- 
age well under 200 students. 

• In Montana, more than 
half of the school have 70 or 
fewer students. 

• In Oregon, more than 500 
schools have fewer than 300 
students. And about 11 percent 
of those schools have fewer 
than 125 students. 

“Research has repeatedly 
found small schools superior to 
larger ones on most measures 
and equal to them on the rest,” 
said author Kathleen Cotton in 
the report “School Size, School

Climate, School Performance.” 
"This hold.s true for both ele- 
mentary and secondary stu- 
dents of all ability levels and 
all kinds of settings." 

Students in small school are 
more likely to participate in 
activities, less likely to drop 
out, more likely to attend regu- 
larly, less likely to engage in 
risky behavior, and are more 
likely to view teachers positive- 
ly- 

Researchers point to a num- 
ber of reasons for the success of 
small schools. For one thing, 
students are less likely to be 


overlooked or isolated in small 
sdiools. To have adequatu num- 
bers of sludunts, everybody's 
pariidpiilion is needed for 
clubs, teams and siiuient gov- 
ernmeni. And people in small 
schools ctime to know and care 
ainiiil each other to a greater 
degree than would be possible 
in much larger schools. 

This caring and inclusive 
environment leads to a greater 
sense of personal effectiveness, 
researchers found, Students 
tend to take responsihility 
when classes are smaller. 
Furthermore, scheduling is 
more flexible than in larger 
schools. 

Small schools use innovative 
teaching methods, including: 

♦ Mixing students according 
to skill and readiness levels, 
not arbitrary age groups. 

* Individualizing learning 
activities. 

• Grouping students to work 
cooperatively. 

• Pooling leacliers' skills and 
abiliiiev lo iviini-teacliing. 

.-\iiotlier benefit of small 
scliools, according to the 
report, is that they are more 
likely to make learning both 
active and relevant to the 
■ world beyond the classroom. ' 
Kids get to be involved in pro- 
jects and activities that keep 
them engaged in learning.

Biting toddlers need moderate spankings 


Q. My brother and hJs wife 
have a big problem with their 
son, Axel, who recently turned 2. 
For the past 6 months or so, he 
has been biting people - adults 
and children alike - and often for 
no reason. 

We arc not talking about a lit- 
tle nibble but on aifout bite. He 
has drawn blood from his victims 
on numerous occasions. 

As a consequence, most of his 
older cousins don’t want to be 
anywhere near him. 

The other day. l was holding 
bis hand as wc were walking 
down the driveway when 1 sud- 
denly felt his shan> little teeth 
sink into my wrist He recently 
drew blood from a 6-month-oId 
baby his mother was tending. 
Those arc just two of the latest 
' Incidchtsi 

No one seems to know what to 
do. Discipline - his parents arc 
trying light spankings and one 
minute of time out - does not 
seem to be woricing. Any insight 
you may have would be a great 
help to the entire family. 

A. To begin with, it’s not unusu- 
al for toddlers to bite. In any 
playgroup of 5 or more toddlers, 
it’s ^ but inevitable that one will 
be, or become, a biter.

In and of itself, this is not 
abnormal or indication of any- 
thing "wrong” with the child or 
his/her family situation. Biting is 
a primitive respdnse'tb frustra- 
tion, and toddlers ore primitive. 

As a group, toddlers reflect our 
original nature: sclf<entcrcd, ter- 
ritorial, instant-gratification ori- 
ented and aggressi^r even vio- 
lent. You can’t bc^ to do much 
about this until a child is into the 
third year of life, when di^plinc 
needs to begin in earnest, and 
only powerful, consistent disci- 
pline will turn a savage into a rel- 
atively civil human being by the 
child’s third birthday. 

Why are so many of today’s 3- 
year-olds sdll acting like toddlers? 
Because their well-intentioned 
parents employ discipline that is 
neither powerful enough nor con- 
sistent enough to turn the trick. In 
(he case of your nephew, let me 


assure that light taps on his bot- 
tom and a minute in a choir are 
the equivalent of blowing smoke 
into the teeth of a hurricane. 

You cannot talk a toddler out 
of biting. You must respond, 
immediately, and such that he is 
persuaded not to bilftS- ever 
again, preferably. I actually have 
no problem with a spanking and 
time out. Applied with moderate 
force and followed with a rela- 
tively long period of time out (5 
to 10 minutes for' this age child), 
spanking might work7 The prob- 
lem is (hat most 2-year-oIds are 
still in diapers, and a swarto'a“ 
padded rear means nothing. 

Will your nephew outgrow this? 

■> Perhaps, but I hear of too many 
4- and 5-ycar-olds who are still ' 
biting to want to take the risk. By 
that dge, the problem Is far more 
difficult to solve, believe me. 

To nip this in tlie bud, Fd rec- 
ommend a combination of moder- 
ate spankings (the best research 
on the subject indicates moder- 
ate spankings arc effective across 
a wide spectrum of misbehaviors 
with this age child) and 10 min- 
utes of time out. 

Then, before the child is 
released from the chair or other 
confinement (a small room with a - 


gate, for example), he must apol- 
ogize to his victim and kiss the 
“boo-boo.” 

Many, many, many women of 
my mom’s generation have told 
me that chey.solved this problem 
before it became a problem by 
biting the child back. 

They describe a retaliatory bite 
that is just hard enough to cause 
pain without breaking the skin. 
Most of these women tell me that 
one such bite was enough to 
make a permanent impression, 
figuratively speaking. Let roc 
assure the reader that fighting 
-fire with fire in this fashion is not 
confusing to a child. 

Let me also make clear that I 
am not recommending this 
' approach, only relating it as a 
matter of historical interest. On 
the other hand, one is moved to ■ 
wonder, “Is there anything new 
under the sun?”

LEXINGTON, Ky. - For parents, 
the first day of middle school 
means anxiety about their soon-to- 
be-grown-up baby in a big school 
with big kids toU^ them into oU 
kinds of bad things, with big doss- 
es and hard subjects. 

For kids, strange as it might 
sound, it’s all about the lockers. 

“I was really nervous about the 
lockers because if you couldn't get 
the locker open, you'd be late and 


you wouldn't have the right 
books,” said Ian Boyd, who now 
■ speaks with.thc-Confident exper- 
rise of a soon-to-be seventh-grader 
at Turkey Foot Middle School in 
Kenton County, Ky. 

Ian really wasn’t concerned 
about all the bugbears conjured 
up by his mother, Stephanie - the 
pressure on her son to work hard- 
er in a place where no one would 
care about him. along with the 
possible teasing and hazing of 
older kids. 

He would tell upcoming middle 
school students to take it easy: 
“Don't worry, they’ll be really nice 
to you. Don't worry about any- 
thing.” 

E^er said than done. The fint 
day of middle school is one of 
those Grand Life Transitions, like 
kindergarten or college, way up 
there on the anxiety-inducing 
scale for parents and cMdren. 

Unlike the nurturing scene of 


kindergarten, middle school is a 
morass of hormone-riddled chil- 
dren who are being asked to find 
their books and classes on their 
own for the first time. They are 
imbued with new responsibilities 
(like locker combinations) and the 
freedoms that come with them. 

While that is.both exciting and 
nerve-wracking to kids, for most 
parents it’s merely nerve-wrack- 
ing. 

■ “When 1 dropped my son off at 
his first day of smool, I burst into 
tears, and of course my son 
thought I was corny," said Kim 
Joiner Johnson of Louisville, Ky. 

“It's hi^ ankiety because you 
know their peers bKome such on 
important part of their life, and 
they do things you don’t know 
abouti” she said. “It’s a new inde- ' 
pendencc." 

The shift from junior high 
school (0 middle schools was start- 
ed about 20 years ago by educa- 


tors who saw the sixth- through 
eighth-grade configuration as a 
better academic and sodal transi- 
tion period between elementary 
and hi^ school than the seventh- 
through ninth-grade scheme. 

But while the middle school con- 
cept is uniquely geared toward 
the emotional, psychological and 
academic needs of early adoles- 
cents, it sdll requires students to 
make a dramadc shift in the way 
they learn - from one teacher and 
one classroom to different teach- 
ers, more stringent classes and 
much more homework. 

“1 think I was much more ric^ 
vous thw my child,” said Ansley 
Alexander, a Lexington, Ky., 
mother whose son James, now a 
seventh-grader, started at Morton 
Mid^e ^ool last year. 

“I was concerned whether 
teachers would have the same 
level of communicadon with me as 
they did in elementary school.”

presently unmarried; and you 
arc age 62 or older. (If he or she 
is deceased, you can collect bcnc- 
fits at age 60; age 50 if you 
become disabled.)

. fy.ior. benefits or have other 
questions about Social Security 
should contact the nearest Sodal 
Security office, or call 1-800-772- 
1213. The deaf or hard-of-hcaring - 
may call a toll-free 'TTY numben 
1-800-325-0778. The Web site is 
www.ssa.gov.

Parents can start to prepare tots for changes to come in kinedergarten

ORLANDO, Fla. - Parents typically 
take seriously their roles in preparing 
their preschoolers for school. They 
spend gobs of money on learning toys, 
workbooks, and such and invest hours of 
time to enhance (heir children's self- 
reliance, small motor, reading, math, 
sodal, and language skWs. 

While, all this social and cognitive 
prep work certainly helps, as the first 
day of kindergarten briskly approaches, 
parents should mm their attention to 
preparing the Osh Kosh set for the. 
changes that lie aheati in kindergarten. 

You might be tempted to believe that 
with so many childr^ enrolled in nurs- 
ery school, preschool, and day care 
these days that the kindergarten transi- 
tion lacks the wallop it once carried as a 


child’s first extended experience away 
from Mom and Dad. 

To some extent, that is true. Now, two 
and three-year olds often absorb that 
stiff impact as they start preschool. 
Nvvertheles.s, child development 
experts say the transition into the for- 

ol public education system remains a 
big move that startles some 5-year-olds 
like a face-full of ice water. 

“They don’t often think of preschool 
as 'real school’ - going to kindergarten is 
'real school,’ ” says Sarah Sprlnkel, 
senior administrator for early childhood 
and community outreach for Orange 
County (Fla.) Public schools. These kids 
see kindergarten as “kind of neat,” she 
says. “It’s different, and it’s the first 
institutional education program theyVe 
had, and for many students, it 's the first 
full day (away from home) theyVe had.” 


Even with the first day of school just 
days away, parents can do many things 
to soften the blow and prepare children 
for the transition to kindergarten. 

Start with a visit to your child’s school 
- “even if it’s dosed,” says Noreen _M. 
Nicholas, director of the Child 
Development Center at Widener 
University in Chester, Pa. 

If the school is dosed, Nicholas sug- 
gests packing a picnic lunch, allowing 
the child to play on the swings and 
slides, and hoisting the child up to the 
window so he can see what’s what. Such 
a reconnaissance trip “really h^ps out,” 
she says. 

. Such a venture proves a greater help 
provided you can meet your child’s 
teacher.

TF constmetion regains pace 


Commercial 
stmemres 
boost numbers

TVWN-FALLS— With-^resli— 

wind, construction in Magic 
Valley's largest city regained a 
strong pace in July. 

A couple of $800,000 new com- 
mercial structures and a 
$500,000 entertainment destina- 
tion - along with higher new- 
home values - last month sent 
Twin Falls’ building activity 
soaring from year-earUer levels. 

Twin Falls’ construction values 
in July Jumped 84 percent from 
the ycor-carlicr total, the second- 
biggest such rise so far in 2000. 
The dry last month issued build- 
ing permits for projects totaling 
an estimated $4.6 million - that’s 
$2.1 million more than in July 
1999 - for combined cunsiruction 
types. 

That improvement, following 
shortfalls in May and June, put 
j ycar-to-datc 2000 about $3.7 mil- 
I lion ahead of the first seven 
I months of 1999 for combined 
construction types. 

The residential side, despite 
fewer home starts, contributed 
to last month's expansion. 

July’s number of permits for 
single-family homes in the city 
fell to 15 “down from 17 in July 
1999. But the homes' average 
value climbed 15 percent to 
$95,657 from the $83,273 of a 
year earlier, for a total coiistruc- 
, tion value in that sector that 
beat July 1999's total value. 

Last tbonth's average also beat 
~~June‘r$8lTll0ttventRc-ncw-— 
home value for single-family pro- 
ject.s, ixs well. 

No developers in July took 
' -permits for new muhifamlly 
housing in Twin Falls, and the 
city issued no permits for mobile 
hom es. 

T’fojccis in the equipment and 
automotive industries topped 
the bustling commercial sector's 
July activity. Here's the hews 
behind .some of the numbers: 

Construction for Cats 

I n the largest chunk of Twin 
Falls construction news, 
Western States Equipment 
Co. announced it will build a 
new facility on its 3085 Kimberly 
Road property cast of Twin 
.Falls, after its product line and 
staff in Twin Falls have expand- 
ed rapidly in the past five years. 

I1ic new building will be just 
more than 20,000 square feet 
and have 11 maintenance bays, 
said Pete Edmunds, director of 
marketing. More than 3,600 
square feet will be devoted to 
on-hond part.s. 

The facility will expand prod- 
uct support for the construction, 
agricultural, truck engine, lift 
truck and power generation 
products manufactured by 
Caterpillar Inc. 

The $825,582 value on the 
building permit is approximately 
correct, Edmunds said. 

The company’s existing 12,500- 
squarc-foot facility will get a 
remodeling and sign facelift and 
house Western States’ Cat 
Rental Store upon completion of 
its new companion. 

After the new building’s com- 
pletion in December or January, 
Western States will open there 
with the same number of 
employees it has now, Edmunds 
said. 

“But we are very confident 
this move will create new career- 
type positions” in the near 
future, he said. 

Western States will employ 
about 30 people, with five of 
them assigned to rental services. 

“We anticipate that our busi- 
ness will grow more rapidly with 
this -expansion, and we will con- 
tinue to provide career empl_ojf*_ 
ment opportuhitics for techni- 
cians who add value to the 
Caterpillar products we sell,” 
said Tom Teller, vice president 
of service. 

Western States said it 
acquired the Kimberly Road 
location in 1994 and has made 
several modifications to accom- 
modate Caterpillar’s expanding 
product line and Western States’ 
growing customer base. 

Western States said it is the 
authorized Caterpillar dealer for 
most of Idaho, eastern

Washington and Oregon, and 
part of Wyoming. It has 13 con- 
struction/industrial branches, 
seven Cat rental stores and two - 
stand-alone truck shops. 

Place for parts 

N apa Auto Ports is trying to 
pick up the pieces - and 
put (hem in one place. 

The Twin Falls Napa operation 
- locally owned and operated, 
along with other Mogic Valley 
Stores, under a handshake agree- 
ment with Napa headquarters in 
Atlanta - is scattered in three 
locations around town. A parts 
store on Kimberly Road. Storage 
for bulk items on Locust Street 
South. Offices on Blue Lakes 
Boulevard. 

“We’re trying to bring every- 
thing back together under one 
roof,” said Bob Dyson, indepen- 
dent owner of 11 Napa stores in 
southern Idaho. 

So he's erecting a new build- 
ing at 1680 Kimterly Road, on 
the site of a former motel that 
had been converted to apart- 
ments before Napa bought it and 
tore it down in February, along 
with a bar on the site.

“Pension plans arc not appeal- 
ing for the newer generation,” 
said Joe Dcmarti, vice-president 
of human resources at Nordstrom.

Although 401(k)s arc extreme- 
ly popular, so<aUed cash-balance 
plans have earned the most 
attention recently.

Cash-balance plans also are 
portable, meaning employees’ 
benefits can be transferred when 
they change jobs. The accounts 
can consist of a percentage of pay 
plus interest credits based on a 
U.S. Treasury security. 

Unlike 401(k)s, however, cash- 
balance plans arc considered 
hybrid pension plans and arc 
insured by the government 
because they offer a predictable 
retirement benefit.

Investors try to unravel fund fees 


Even those with 
business knowledge 
run into difficulty

MIAMI - Terry and Julie Zobel 
of Plantation, Fla., are a success- 
ful and smart couple. She owns 
her own public relations business 
land he's managing director of a 
corporate finance consulting unit. 

But they don’t have it easier 
than anyone else when it comes 
to deciphering the costs of a 
munial fund. 

“It’s not easy to get the 
expense ratios, the surrender 
charges and to figure out the 
. 'whole structure of the charges,” 
■ Terry Zobel says. “I think you 
should take the time to get those 
-.questions answered before you 
make the investment.” 

. Not only are fund fees difficult 
to unravel, they’re also the sub- 
ject of one of the biggest argu- 


ments in the fund industry. 

In one comer, industry veteran 
John Bogie, founder of the 
Vanguard Group, is a very vocal 
critic of high foes. He says 
expense ratios for stock funds arc 
up by 50 percent over 1982. 

In the opposite corner, the 
Investment Company Institute, 
(he indu-stry trade group, recent- 
ly put out a study saying tlic total 
cost of stock funds has declined 
by one-third since 1980. What's 
more, the bi^er a fund becomes, 
(he smaller its expenses tend to 
be, the study says. 

in the middle are the investors 
who face littie choice but to 
struggle with the facts - or ignore 
them all, 

Which is what a tremendous 
number of people do, apparently. 
Arthur Levitt, chairman of the 
SEC, said that SEC research 
shows only 8 percent of fund 
investors clearly understand 
what they’re paying in fees on 
their funds. 

It makes far more difference- 
than a penny here or a penny 


there. Consider this example, 
from the SEC: 

If you invested $10,000 in a 
fund that produced a 10 percent 
annual return and had annual 
operating expenses of 1.5 per- 
cent, you’d have rouglily $49,725 
after 20 years. If, however, the 
fund had expenses of just 0.5 per- 
cent, you’d have $60,858. 

Federal law requires funds to 
disclose Uicir fees, hut even that, 
usually in a table at the front of a 
fund’s prospectus, doesn’t tell 
investors the whole story. 

To figure out what a mutual 
fund will really deliver to you, 
you can use those fees and 
expenses, determine how long 
you'll hold the fund, a.ssume a 
future rate of return for the fund 
and factor in your own (ax rate. 

However, there arc some costs 
you may /lever quite get a handle 
on, such as the commissions or 
transaction costs that funds arc 
paying to buy and sell shares. 
These brokerage fees arc not -list- 
ed in the prospectus - because 
they arc unpredictable. 


“Clearly, this is a great busi- 
ness for the fund managers,” 
Bogle said In a speech last spring 
to the Economic Club of Pboenix. 
High fees, he said, arc the imltts- 
try’s second major flaw. 

The first, by the way. is that 
funds' performance doesn’t 
match the market’s rise. Bogle 
contends that the high fuml fees 
arc the reason why. 

Levin in January blasted funds 
for advertisements that boast of 
triple-digit returns. 

Such promises of fast riches 
“play to people’s emotions rather 
than their intellect,” he told the 
As.sociaied Press. 

Levin cautioned investors to 
focus on the whole picture, nut 
just past performance, and to 
especially not overlook whai 
they’re paying for these fahuloiis- 
retum investments. 

“It’s kind of like still lielieving in 
the tooth fairy." says Miami fitiaii- 
dal planner and investment advi- 
sor Frank Armstrong. "Somehow 
people believe that if they pay 
moTf in fees, ilicy*!! get more."

At must Web sites, she could 
obtain general infonnaiion about

Many lenders make it clear 
they will run a credit check to 
determine crediiwortliiness, one 
key factor lenders weigh in set- 
ting specific rates and fees for 
each borrower. Bui they don’t dis- 
close that multiple applications 
can hurl your credit score.

Are no-load funds really less 
expensive to investors? 

What's the real difference 
between paying sales fees when 
you buy a fund and when you sell 
iit? 

Is there any way to compare 
one-time sales fees with every- 
year charges for operations? 

Is a low-fee fund better, no 
matter hoiv the fund performs? 

There are a lot of great ques- 
tions to ask about mutual fund 
fees. To get the answers, howev- 
er, toke^ some work. 

To start, there are two types of 
•' funds loud and no-loads. 

'• Loads are the industry term for 
sales charges. There are front- 
end loads - paid when you buy - 
. and back-end loads - paid when 
you sell. These are one-time fees. 

These, fees are listed in your 
fund’s prospectus. 

Back-end loads go by various 
names, such as surrender charges 
or contingent deferred sales 


charges. This is usually a percent- 
age of the original purchase price 
or the value of shares redeemed. 
Redemption fees, which can run 
up to 2 percent, may be levied on 
top of a back-end load. 

If you invest in a upfront load 
fund, the load is subtracted from 
the amount that is invested. The 
average stock fund load, accord- . 
ing to the Investment Company 
Institute, is 1.49 percent, but by 
law loads can be as high as 9.3 
percent. 

Even without loads, no-load 
funds are not automatically 
cheaper. 

They can charge investors ser- 
vice fees of up to 0.25 percent 
every year basically as a han- 
dling fee. These, too, are in the 
prospectus. 

No-load funds also charge 
investors every year for operat- 
ing expenses. Of course, load 
funds do this too. 

Among the operating expenses 
are management fees and the so- 
called 12b-l fee, named after an 


SEC rule. This is an operating 
expense to pay for marketing and 
distribution. It is subtracted from 
the fund's assets. It can be up to 
0.75 of the fund’s average net per 
year. 

Even with all this information, 
you do not have the "whole story 
about fees. 

Funds pay brokerage fees,. but 
because they are hard to predict, 
funds don’t put these figures in 
their prospectuses. However, the 
Investment Company Institute 
points out that you can find these 
fees factored in - along with all 
other expenses - when a fund 
advertises its performance. 

Veal’s the best way to figure 
what you’i e really paying? 

The Securities and Exchange 
Commission has added a mutual 
fund fee cost calculator to its 
Website at 

www.sec.gov/mfcc/mfcc- 
int jitm. That calculator does not 
include taxes and transaction 
costs into its formula. 

Another one docs. The calcula- 


tor at www.persanalfund.com. 
from financial -writer Andrew 
Tobias, uses those figures and 
others, plus it offers up cost com- 
parisons among your fund and 
other similar ones. 

Vanguard offers a cost compar- 
ison calculator on its site, 
www.vanguard.com, but it takes 
a little more work. You have to 
select what fund you want to 
compare vrith Vanguard's offer- 
ing, for example. 

The Investment Company 
Institute's site, www.ici.org, 
includes a publication 
Frequently Asked Questions 
About Mutual Fund Fees. It’s 
comprehensive and compares the 
returns offered by load and no- 
load funds at different expense 
ratios. ICI al.so offers a video on 
the subject as well. 

Finally, the North American 
Securities Administrators 
Association has a good publica- 
tion, The Informed Investor, No. 
2, at its site, www.nasaa.org., that 
has a good discussion of funds.

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Study: Physicians over 
50 are ready to move on

About 40 percent of physi* 
dans older than SO plan to retire 
within three years, according to 
■ a new survey conducted by— 
Merrin, Hawkins & Associates, 
an Irving, Texas-based physidan 
staffing firm. 

An additional 10 percent said 
they hope to find a job in a non- 
medical or nohclinicol setting, 
Merritt reports. 

Merritt’s chief executive, 
Joseph Hawkins, said the find- 
ings reflect a dramatic change 
in attitude from'a generation 
ago, when older physicians were 
the profession’s workhorses and 
carried the biggest patient 
loads. 

■ ynim gpr doctors are ii!t_ 

stepping in to pick up the slock 
as older physicians leave the 
field, Hawkins said. 

“The younger physicians don’t 
carry as large a practice as the 
older physicians did,” he said. 
“Quality of life is more impor- 
tant to the younger physicians.” 
The survey indicates that 
managed core is driving many of 
the older physidans into retire- 
ment. More than SO percent of 
the doctors Merritt surveyed 
said managed core was their No. 

1 professional frustration. And 
about half said managed care 
was a “significant factor” in 
their decision to retire, slow 
down or look for another job. 

Hawkins said that retirements 
could hurt short-staffed hospitals 
and dinics. Few hospitals have 
succession plans and often must 
scramble to find replacements, 
he said. 

The survey found that only 30 

S :ent of tliese older physidans 
made plans to transfer their 
patients to other doctors when 
they retire. About 21 percent 
said that they were working on 
succession plans with their affili- 
ated hospitals or groups.

Those staffing problems also 
can have a trickle-down effect. 
•T think that it puts a strain on 
the ancillary service," Hawkins 
said. 

“For example, if I have a surgi- 
cal department that Fve staffed 
up based on the number of sur- 
geons, and all of a sudden the 
surgeon loaves, then I have all 
these nurses whose salaries Fm 
still paying while looking for 
another doctor.” he said. 

But along with this gloomy 
news, the survey did indicate a 
few bri^t points, Hawkins said. 
The majority of physicians, 
abouf60 percent, said that 
patient relationships were the 
single greatest source of their 
professional satisfaction. 
“Despite strains on the system 
and in their own practices, many 
physicians still believe the 
health-care profession is doing 
something right," Hawkins said. 
“So there is hope."

Nursing professor Helen Cox 
began, studying the verbal 
abuse of nurses iii the early 
1980s when one of her best stu- 
- dents threatened to quit sdiool.' 
The young woman was ready 
to drop out of nursing after a 
surgeon lit into her when she 
didn’t know where he kept his 
“special" scrubs. “He 
unleashed some of the most 
obscene verbal abuse on her. I 
wouldn’t even repeat it,” said 
Cox, now executive associate 
dean of nursing administration 
at Texas Tech University. “That 
really struck a cord with nie. I 
wondered, 'How much of this is 
really going on?’ " 

Since then, Cox has conduct- 
ed four studies on nurse abuse. 
Each time, more than 90 per- 
cent of the nurses she ques- 
tioned said they had been ver- 
bally abused by physicians, 
patients' families and nursing 
supervisors. 

Cox said she hoped her 
research would draw attention 
to the problem - and help bring 
an end to it. 

She’s been disappointed. New 
studies indicate no improve- 
ment, even in the middle of an 
unprecedented nursing short- 
age in which hospitals are eager 
to attract recniits. 

Cox fears the problem may 
have gotten worse. 

“I haven’t seen a significant 
change one way or the other,” 
Cox said, “although I can see 
with the shortage there might 
be a worsening .125of verbal 
abuse. 37S due to RNs being 
stretched thinner and thinner.” 
Laura Sofield, who conducted 
a study last year that duplicated 
Cox’s findings, said verbal 
abuse “does have an effect on 
turnover, morale, errors, and it 
has an effect on hospital fac^- 
.ties holding onto and maintain- 
;ing the nurses that they have.” 

' Sofield said the nursing shon- 
age may force nursing adminis- 
trators and hospital officials to 
Ipay attention to the problem. 

; “I do think that they.^are 
noticing it more,” said Sofield, 
^the survey and practice manag- 
‘er at MedWise Primary Care for 
;Seniors in West Long Branch, 
■N.J. “I think that because they 
'are losing a great' number of

qualified, experienced nurses, 
and I think hospitals are trying 
to look at .what is going on in 
their facilities.” 

SoHcld 'said some health-care 
facilities are redefining their 
policies on workplace violence 
to include verbal abuse. They 
also are investing in peer medi- 
ation and teaching employees 
how to deal with stress without 
yelling at other people, she 
said. 

Sometimes those employees 
are nurses. 

The studies by Cox and 
Sofield found that experienced 
nurses are often among the 
worst abusers. Professionals 
often refer to "nurses eating 
their young,” and the problem 
is often discussed on online 
nursing forums. 

"The nurses arc very, very 
busy and are focused on being 
as close to perfect as they can. 
They tend to be pretty harsh 
sometimes. It is very hard on 
the new graduate,” said Leah 
Curtin, a former editor of 
Nursing Management magazine 
who now publishes the online 
health-care newsletter Cu- 
rtinCalls (www.curtincalls.com). 

Curtin said nurse-on-nurse 
abuse - once tolerated as part 
of the professional experience - 
is beginning to fall out of favor. 
She said her readers think so, 
too. 

“There was some genuine dis- 
cussion to our responsibility to 
help socialize people in the pro- 
fession and to reach out with 
collegial support rather than 
anger or condemnation,” Curtin 
said. ” 

Hospital administrators must 
support such efforts, Cox said. 

“I think we have to pay atten- 
tion to things we are doing like 
that, and we’ve got to find some 
other way to cope with our 
stress," Cox said. “We need to 
have policies and procedures in 
place to deal with the chronic 
verbal abuses. We’ve got zero 
tolerance of drugs, and we 
_ should have zero tolerance for 
verbal abuse." 


DETROIT - Kevin O’Reilly 
knows he got his money’s worth 
from the $2,400 he put into his 
house before it went up for sale 
in June. 

He stripped old wollpaper, 
painted a nd u pdated bathrooms, 
ihsialled neutral carpet and 
painted the four bedrooms. The 
work paid off fast 
“The couple that made the 
offer was the first couple to look 
at the house," he says. The two- 
story in Sterling Heights, Mich., 
listed for $179,900 and sold for 
$179,000 three days later. 

People preparing to sell their 
homes sometimes wonder how 
smart it is to invest in things like 
paint and new carpet when 
they're getting ready to move. 
According to real estate 

-agentsr*bey'd-be-wiae-to-8top- 

wondcring and to grab a paint- 
brush. Seilers who moke needed 
cosmetic updates nearly always 
recoup their costs, and often 
more. They may also hasten the 
sale. 

“Homes that are fixer-uppers 
don’t appeal to people any- 
more,” says Jim Ford, an assod- 
aie bro^r with 30 years of expe- 
rience 3t Weir Manuel Snyder & 
Ranke Realtors in Birmingham, 
Mich. “People want to move in 
and have to do nothing.” 

Ford describes a tbree-bed- 
room ranch in Royai Oak, Mich., 
listed earlier this year that had 
lots of lookers but no offers. 

After the home spent several 
months on the market, the 
owner decided to spend $10,000 
to improve its appearance. New 
paint and carpet updated the 
interior. A bathroom was fresh- 
ened with paint, new fixrores, a 
tub surround and strip lighting. 
Exterior point was touted up. 

When the house went back up 
for sale, it was listed for about 
$6,000 more and sold within 
days for an even higher amount, 
Ford says. In his view, the 
improvements made all the dif- 
ference. 

How much sellers spend on 
quick fix-ups. depends on what, 
needs to be done, as well as the 
price the house is expected to 

bring. _ . 

In O'Reilly’s case, he credits a 
previous owner with making 
sound changes that gave the 
hou.se a more modem feci. For 
example, the kitchen had 
already been lighted with color 
and new fixtures. The family 
room's dark wood paneling had. 
been painted off-white. 

So O'Reilly concentrated his 
efforts on removing dated wall- 
paper in the bathrooms, paint- 
ing, replacing toilets and floor- 
ing. In the bedrooms, he repaint- 
ed walls, spending $120 on a 
power roller that allowed him to 
work faster.

Their broker, Dennis Nabor

update, freshen and sharpen the 
home's image. They should be 
visible to prospective buyers. 

So if it’s a choice between 
spending $600 to add insulation 
to the attic or $600 to paint and 
paper a bathroom and add a new 
vanity top and faucet, the bath- 
room improvements are a better 
invesunem. 

“That $600 would yield a 


much greater return thanTn' 
fiberglass insulation,” Nabof t 
says, especially if it transformed 
the bathroom from “dreary to . 
cheerful and nice.” 

He says real estate profession- 
als should be able to suggest 
what needs to be updated or 
replaced and give ideas on ways 
to do it so the house will sell*-' 
more quickly and for a good^' 
price. • 

Clients don't always want to 
hear the advice, however. . . 

“One of the biggest jobs I 
have is getting across that it’s in 
their best interest to do these 
things, whether they do it them- 
selves or hire it out,” Nabor 
says. 

The kitchen is particularly- 
- important, Ford says. Older cabl-| 
nets should be replaced or 
refaced, and appliances should 

be re cent. 

“It’s not the money you spend, 
it’s where you spend it,” says 
Sharon Snyder, broker and 
owner of Snyder & Company of 
Ann Arbor, Mich. For houses in 
expensive neighborhoods, even 
spending $50,000 or more to 
remodel a older kitchen just 
before selling the house can pay ' 
off. 

“Where you expect granite, 
Corian and high-end appliances, 
you will get your money back,” 
she says. On the other hand, “If 
it’s a $125,000 house and you put 
$40,000 in a kitchen, I wouldn’t 
expect the same rewm.” 

In a separate category are 
major structural repairs a house 
may need. A state law requires 
sellers to sign a disclosure of 
defects or problems such as 
leaky basements or roofs. 

Snyder advises her clients 
whose homes have any structi^- 
aJ problems to make the repairs 
before putting the house on the 
market. 

Otherwise, sellers should dis- 
close the problem and get sever- 
al estimates of how much the 
repair will cost. They can then 
present the estimates to poten- 
tial buyers and adjust the asking 
price accordingly. 

Cosmetic improvements gen- 
erally cost less, and when the 
issue is whether or not to make 
them.

“As much as you put in, you 
will get back, sometimes with a’ 
little profit, and the house will- 
sell quickly.

Fund investors go online for informatiort

NEW YORK - Mutual fund 
investors have grown under- 
standably wary of pumng their 
hard earned dollars into funds 
that focus on upstart Internet 
companies. 

Yet those same investors are 
turning to the Internet in 
increasing numbers when they 
need help in making their 
investment choices. 

Indeed, a recent study showed 
that 68 percent of the 48 million 
U.S. homes that own mutual 
funds used the Internet between 
April 1999 and March 2000. 

And nearly half of those 
investors used the Internet 
specifically to rpvicw the Web 
sites of companies that sell 
mutual funds, according to an 
analysis by the Investment 
Company Instltulf, the fund 
industry’s trade organization. 

A similar study by the 
Washington, D.C.-based ICI in 
1998 found 62 percent of mutual 
fund owners had used the 
Internet, but only about one- 
third of them had gone online to 
view mutual fund Web dtes. 

Research seems to be the pri- 
mary reason mutual fund 
investors go online.

Alexander Sharon, a 
Manhattan resident who is con- 
sidering investing in-mutual 
funds, said she uses the Internet 
because its easy to find perfor- 
mance statistics for funds. 

“I’m looking for growth and 
potential," she said. 

Sharon said she goes directly 
to the sites of the individual 
fimd companies to conduct her 
research, rather than browsing 
the sites of objective research 
fims like Momingsiar or Upper. 

Her online experience is liimt- 
ed to research, however. Like 
mony people who use the 
hitemet, Sharon said she is wary 
of conducting financial transac- 
tions on the Web and refrains 


from providing personal infor- 
mation over the Internet. 

Sandy West, ICI’s director of 
market policy research, said 
Sharon’s response is typical 
among fund ovmers who use the 
Internet. “The study found that 
most fund owners aren’t trans- 
acting online. They’re using the 
Internet for information gather- 
ing,” she said. 

. Of the 513 fund owners sur- 
veyed by the ICI who conducted 
a transaction between March 
. 1999 and April 2000, just 8 per- 
cent used the Internet exclusive- 
ly to buy or sell shares. 

Another 10 percent used both 
the Internet and traditional 
methods to conduct transac- 
tions, while 82 percent stayed 
clear of Web transactions alto- 
gether, preferring to call the 
company or stop by a local retail 
office. 

The study found fund owners 
usually use the Web to look at 
performance figures and share 
prices, and to review their per- 
sonal account information. 

In addition to revealing 
investors apprehension for con- 
ducting business online, West 
said the ICI study provides fa- 
ther evidence of how influential 
the Web has become as an infor- 
mational tool. 

“In all aspects of life in the 


U.S., the Internet is a very useful 
tool, and individuals are becom- 
ing os likely to use it to obtain 
information on investing as they 
are on buying their groceries,” 
she said. 

Much of the ICFs findings con- 
formed to widely-held views of 
Internet-user demographics. For 
example, young mutual fund 
owners, or those under the age 
of 35, are more likely to use the 
Internet than fund owners over 
65. 

The typical fund owner who 
uses the Internet is 42 ye^s old, 
has a median household income 
of $63,900, and has total assets of 
$100,900, including about; 
$40,000 invested in four mutual . 
funds, according to the study. 

Meanwhile, the average fund 
investor not using the Internet is 
51 years old, has an annual ' 
income of $41,000, and total 
assets of $84,500. The study also 
f^nd that non-Internet fund 
owners are less likely to have 
four-year college degrees. 

Finally, the percentage o|:- 
online users is far higher amorijf'' 
more affluent households. Abou 
half the fund-owning^omes with- 
income under $25,000 used the 
Intemer, according to the study, 
while 91 percent of the homes 
with incomes over $100,000 
went online.

Take the company tour during job interviews

Have you ever gone to an inter- 
view and left wondering what the 
company does? 

Everyone will tell you that’s 
your mistake, not theirs. Before 
you even apply, the logic goes, 
you should be researching the 
company. By the time the inter- 
view is scheduled, you should 
know the products, the customers 
and what the cafeteria serves on 
Fridays. 

T agree with tliis advice. In fact, 
I dispense it on a regular basis. 
But I have noticed thai !• never 
understand a company as well as 
when I go there in person and .see 
how things operate. There's a 
name for this activity: taking the 
tour. One of the best times to do 
this is during the job interview. 

ill's a good sign when the inier- 
viewer offers to take you around 
the company. Since tours are 
time<onsuming and intrusive for 
other workers, they are generally 
offered only to very promising 
candidates. 

Nevertheless, if :^ou get to the 
end of the second interview and 
there is no tour in sight, it’s up to 
y6u to ask for one. A good place 
to slip it in is when they ask if 


you have any question.s. 

Answer “Not a question, exact- 
ly, but I would like very much to 
see more of the company. Would 
you have time to give me a brief 
tour when we’re finished here? If 
today isn’t convenient, I could 
stop by later in the week, or walk 
around with someone else in the 
department.” 

Assuming you have gotten your 
. wish, you now have a problem. As 
anyone who has taken an “inter- 
view tour” knows, it can be a 
very awkward situation. You will 
not catch most people’s names, 
you will not understand what all 
the departments do, and you will 
spend significant periods of time 
looldng at your host’s back as you 
walk through hallways, desk 
areas or warchou.se$. 

When you get home you'll 
scratch your head over the thank- 
you notes and wonder if they’re 
going to bill you for the machine ' 
that mysteriously stopped run- 
ning about the same time you lost 
your pen. 

Despite the “hatards,” I still 
recommend osking for a tour 
whenever possible. If nothing 
else, squiring you around the 
building will imprint you on the 
interviewer’s mind. The informa- 
tion you gather also can be 


invaluable when you negotiate 
your job offer there. How do you 
know you’ll have a desk and 
phone if you don't actually sec 
them? 

Here arc a few tips to help you 
enjoy - or at least gel throuf^ - 
your next company toun 

• Plan for the possibility of a 
tour by wearing appropriate 
footwear, or bringing it along in 
the car. This is especially impor- 
tant if the employer has more 
than one building, or a large pro- 
duction area. 

• Anticipate the interviewer’s 
surprise by preparing a short list 
of ^ings you’d like to see. “1 was 
hoping to sec the department 
where I would be sitting and also 
the mail center, since this job 
includes direct-mail programs." 

• If possible, leave your brief- 
case in the interviewer’s office. 
You'll be glad to have your hands 
free when you meet people, 
accept a cup of coffee, write 
notes, etc. 

• Carry a notepad, but ask per- 
mis-sion to use it, in case the com- 
pany is sensitive about "secrets.” 
Use the pad to note people’s 
names and departments as you 


meet them, or a few key details 
that might matter in your work, 
such as the number of .shipments 
leaving the warehouse daily, etc. 

• Remember that your inter- 
view has just expanded from one 
or two people to all the people 
you encounter on the tour. Walk 
with good posture, greet every- 
one you meet with a smile, make 
eye contact and offer a hand- 
shake if. it's convenient. When 
you run into someone who would 
he key to your decision to take 
the job, write down his or her 
name-and consider asking per- 
misuon to touch base later. 

• Be respectful of everyone's 
time. Don’t start complicated dis- 
cussions with anyone, but instead 
jot down your queslions for later 
review with your host. 

• When (he tour Is complete, 
thank your host and a.sk what the 
next step in the interview proce.ss 
will be. 

• Finally, remember to keep 
your notes. If you don’t get the 
job, you may still wish to follow 
up with someone you met and 
network your way into an inter- 
view with a different depart- 
ment.

You lose your wallet. A few 
days latefyour credit card com- 
pany calls to verify that you 
charged a $S,000 vacation for 
two to Costa Rica and $1,(X)0 for 
- a custom surfboard from 
Murph's Surf Shop. 

Uh, no, That wouldn't be you. 
You only surf the Net. And the 
last waves you saw were in your 
lava lamp. 

•Feel a bit queasy? Some jerk 
just stole your personal identity. 

Identity theft is .in invasive 
crime in which another person 
illegally uses your name, your 
Social Security number or some 
_ o'thLT protected form of identity 
to gain access to yoVr money or 
private properly. 

The Internet has created a 
larger playgrmiml for identity 
thieves. Witness the hacker who 
. stoic thousands uf credit card 
numbers and posted them on a 
Website. 

"It is on the increase,” said 
Betsy Broder, assistant director 
for planning and information at 
the Federal Trade Commission 
in Washington. 

The federal govenimeni is tak- 
ing this crime seriously. In 199K. 
Congress passed a law that crimi- 
nalized identity theft and 
charged the commission with 
helping consumers. The ctimmis- 
.sion built a centralized reposito- 
ry for theft data and opened a 
toll-free hot line: l-877-IDTHi:iT 
(438-4338). 

Complaints arc flowing in. The 
hotline gets 800 complaints a 
week. Last year the Social 
Security Commission reported 
39,000 complaints related to the 
theft of Social Security numbers 
and data. And credit bureaus 
also say they are receiving more 
complaints. 

Broder said more investiga- 
tions were expected. “We think 
our ID theft database will add to 
that." The information is being 
made available to the nation’s 
police forces through a secure 

I Wei) site. 

“We can identify trends, find 
tlic worst offenders aifd'identify ’ 
business practices that make 
consumers more vulnerable," 
she Siiid. 

For most people the theft 
comes as a shock. Stephanie, a 
young Kansas City woman, was 
irate when a collection agcticy_ 
began hounding her for a delin- 
quent S1.500 electricity bill for 
an apartment she did not rent. 
(To protect her identity, her Iasi 
name is not being used.) 

“It's shocking. You have to 
give your Social Security number 
to so many people," she .-Hiid. “It 
seems anyone can get it and use 
it with few (piestions asked." 

She said she was able to 
resolve her differences with the 
utility company, but the unpaid 
bill temporarily placed a mark 
on her credit report, which hurt 
her credit rating. 

She is hardly alone, .said Jody 
Beebe, hot line director for the 
Privacy Rights Clearinghouse. 

I www.privacyrights.org, one of 
the leading cotisumer groups 
that monitors the crime of identi- 
ty theft. 

I “Your Social Security number 

is the key to credit." she said. 
“You can imagine if your wallet 
is stolen, the thieves have your 
number, your picture and lots of 
other personal informatiim." 

( The Internet can innocently 

* facilitate thieves. “You can go 
' online and never have to be face- 
■ to-face with a retailer, There’s no 


way to verify your signature or 
photo," Beebe said. 

The trade commission is pres-, 
sufing Internet sites to tighten, 
and clarify their privacy and 
security policies. 

There have been few prosecu- 
tions .so far, she said, because 
credit card companies find it eas- 
ier to simply write off their 
fraudulent los.scs, which arc cov- 
ered by their insurers. And card- 
holders arc limited to no more 
than $50 in losses because of. 
fraud. 

Theft is high-tech and low-: 
-techrlt-cun- happen anywhere 
you share personal information: 
when you write a check at tlte 
mall, charge tickets at n sports 
event, mull your lux relumsTcall'”" 
home on your cell plione or apply 
for a new credit card. 

Identity thieves pounce on 
personal Information left or dis- 
carded in mail boxes, trash bins 
and parking lots and on car 
scats. They scrounge for your 
bank and credit card account 
numbers, your ID numbers, your 
names, address and phone num-, 
hers. 

Crafty thieves can obtain your 
mother’s maiden name - often 
used us a security backup with 
online serviceii - from genealogy 
sendees or buy them from Web 
sites that sell private informa-; 
lion. 

The thieves can then fill mu a 
change of- address form to divert 
your mail to a new address. They 
may steal your credit report by. 
posing as a landlord or an 
employer. They might get your 
medical or personnel records at 
work and combine them with 
public i*ecords, such as your birth 
certificate. 

They can open a credit card 
account, using your name, birth 
date and Social Security number, 
and charge your phone company 
and gas utility, take out a car 
loan and even file bankruptcy 
under your name. 

Can you completely prevent 
the crime of identity theft? 
I’erhaps not. . 

But you can learn to be can- 
“ timis and minimize the dangers, 
trade commission officials say. 
by manaiyngyour personal infor- 
mation closely. 

• Keep a record of your con- 
versations and written inquiries. 
Then contact the fraud depart- 

^ ments of each of ilie.three major_ 
' credit bureaus and tell them' to 
place a “fraud alert" on your 
account. 

This will alert other creditors 
and prevent a thief from doing 
any more harm. Also know that 
credit bureaus must pnivide you 
with free copies of your credit 
report if it. is inaccurate because 
of fraud. 

• Call the creditors for any 
accounts that appear to have 
been opened fraudulently. Those 
creditors might include phone 
companies, utilities and credit 
card companies, Follow up with a 
letter. 

Creilit card companies holil 
members liable only up to $50, 
They may waive even that 
.imniim if you report the fraud 
swiftly. Close accounts, especial- 
ly bank accounts, with which you 
suspect were tampered. 

- Report the theft to your local 
police. Keej) a copy of the report 
as proof of the crime. 

If a thief stole your personal 
mail, report the theft tt» the Uical 
postal inspector. Also report 
theft of investment information 
to the Securities and Uxclintige 
Commission.

by fiimn n A S chustgr. he dcpartment-storcuft-talk.ioj 


explains his methods of observ- 
ing shoppers and gives common- 
sense advice on how to make 
stores friendlier and more prof- 
itable. 

And it has generated a buzz, 
hatting been written up in publi- 
cations as diverse as The New . 
Yorker, Smithsonian, The New 
York Times and Fast (Company. 

In a telephone interview, 
Underhill said he wrote “Why 
Wc Buy to give smaller retailers 
advice they might not be able to 
afford otherwise. Commisrioning 
his Manhattan consulting com- 
pany, Envirosell, to do a study 
could cost $30,000 to $500,000; 
his clients include McDonald’s, 
Starbucks and Eckerd. 

But you don’t have to hire a 
consultant to observe consumer 
behavior, he said. Just stand in 
the door of your business and 
watch how people move through 
the store, where they scop, 
where they linger. 

Underhill, who has been a 
retail consultant since 1979, is 
best known for the concept of 
the “butt brush.” 

Shoppers, especially women, 
hate to be bumped from behind. 
So narrow aisles or crowded 
checkouts lanes can hurt sales. 

At the New York retail confer- 
ence, Underhill showed a video 
in which an elderly male bent 
over, squinted at a Imttlc of pills, 
compared them to a tiny shelf 
sign and inadvertently blocked 
an aisle for more than three min- 
utes. Seeing him, shopper after 
shopper did a U-tum. That’s a 
lesson for manufacturers to 
increase the type size on product 
labels and for stores to make 
signs readable, Underhill said. 

Then there’s the bathroom. 
Most retailers know bathrooms 
need to be clean but don’t real- 
ize that bathrooms can help sell. 

Underhill said he once was 
touring a store with some execu- 
tives when he asked to look at 
the womens bathrooms. Though 
their combined experience in 
the business topped 100 years, 
none of the executives - all male 


Kabukl-palnted cosmetics sales 
assistant" who wants to remake 
the customer In her own image, 
he said. 

He likes so-called open-sell 
cosmetics, which invite women 
to sample the merchandise- 
Sephora, a unit of LVMH Moet - 
Hennessy Louis. 'Vuitton, 
arranges its makeup and per- 
fume by color and scent rather 
than by manufacturer. The store 
lets women find what they wont 
themselves, using logical group- 
ings. 

The trend to open-selling hos 
not gone unnoticed in the 
department store business. 
Sephora sued Federated 
Department Stores and its 
Macy’s West unit in August, 
claiming that the chain copied 
the look of its stores. 

Also, Underhill is a big sup- 
porter of hand baskets or carts. 
Why? You only have two hands. 

“If you don’t have a cart, part 
of what you end up purchasing is .. 
based on what you can carry,” 
he said. 

Department stores have been 
rethinking their reluctance to 
supply shopping carts, which 
came about because designer 
dresses and perfume don't seem 
to mbc with the supermorket-like 
image of shopping carts. But 
Federated Stores, parent of 
Burdines, Bloomingdald’s and 
Macy’s, will try shopping carts at 
its Stern’s stores in the 
Northeast and its Rich’s, 
Goldsmith’s and Lazarus stores 
in the Southeast, by the end of 
the year. 

Sears is adding shopping carts 
to its stores after a successful 
experiment in'its Midwestern 
stores. It’s part of a move to 
retool its clothing departments 
to rerive disappointing sales. 

These shopping carts will dou- 
ble as. baby strollers. Many of 
Sean’ shoppers are women with 
children.
